their View. Nevertheleſs he made uſe of thi 
Artifice before he began the Battel ; namely to 
plant a Standard without the Camp, and make 
Proclamation with found of Trumpet, that 
whoſoever would come under it ſhould haye 
good Quarter; and if any of them would retire 
to Cufah, they ſhould there find a Sanctuary.

gave, looking upon it as a great Diminution of 
his Character, but wrote a long Letter to Moa-:

This laſt Time Ziydd was forced to take a Jour- 
ney on purpaſe from Baſorab to Cyfab, upon
